LEAVE TO APPEAL 
REFUSED

SULLIVAN and MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 

The Court of Criminal Appeal refused the 
application ‘for leave to appeal by James 
Smith from a conviction and sentence at the 
Cork Circuit Court. On 9th October last 
Smith leaded guilty, before Judge O'Connor, 
to a char stealing and receiving twelve 
calves, valued at between £19 and £20, and 
was sentenced to five years’ penal servitude 
on each charge, the sentences to run concur- 
rntly. There had been previous convictions 
against him for housebreaking and larceny. 

The Chief Justice said that Smith appeared 
to have acted in a daring manner in taking 
the calves and putting them in a railway 
truck, 

Teave to appeal also was refused in the 
case of John  ahy, sentenced for bigamy 
at the Circuit Criminal Court in Green street 
by Judge Davitt to six months’ imprison- 
ment. The appeal was grounded on the 
alleged perjured evidence of the applicant's 
legal wile. He kad alleged that she left him, 
and that later he received a letter saying she 
was dead. On the evening#of the second 
ceremony he learned that she was alive, and, 
according to a letter he submitted to the 
Court, he left his second ‘ wife’’ imme- 
diately.

In addition, he held 
in fee-simple and rent free a fully- -furnished 
house known as ‘ Knockaulin,”” valued at 
about £1,150, and he also owned £650 in 
British funds and £300 in other securities 
The petitioner further alleged that respondent 
had always been of a saving disposition, had 
spent very little since the marriage, and did 
not contribute to the support or maintenance 
of any of his family or relatives. Petitioner 
left. respondent on 22nd September, 1933, and 
was now residing with her mother an! 
brother at Derrymore, near Roscrea, and was 
totally dependent on them. 

Counsel continued that respondent had sub. 
mitted a replying affidavit, but virtually did 
not contradict any of the matters alleged, 
except in a few small details, He said his 
salary was only £3 17s. 6d., from which 5s. 
a week was deducted for insurance, and he 
had only £520 invested in British Savings 
Certificates, from which he derived no in- 
terest. Since his wife left him, he had to 
retain the services of. a housekeeper at £16 
per annum and maintain her in the house. 

Mr. Brereton Barry (instructed by Mr. 
William Dwyer), for the respondent, sub- 
mitted that, in fixing alimony, regard should

AGAINST HOSPITAL | 


TREATMENT OF-A CHILD | 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE) “- 


Applications for further particulars were 
made in two cases in which the defendatits 
are the Kildare Board of Health and Public 
Assistance. The dhual in both actions is 
Owen Deuenny, of Detaghstown, Clane, €o. 
Kildare, who, in one case, sues on behalf of 
his 64 years old daughter, Carmel, for £3,000 
damages, and in the other, on his own behalf, 
for £1,000 damages. 

Iu his statement. of. claim Denenny alleges 
that on or about 10th November. 1953, his 
daughter, Carmel, was suffering from scarlet 
fever, and was removed to the Fever Hos- 
pita] at Naas, in which hospital it is the duty 
of the Kildare Board of Health to provide 
reasonably skilled medical and nursing treat- 
ment and attendance. He alleged that the 
Board failed in this duty; that they retained 
in their service at the hospital a doctor and 
nurses whom they knew to be careless; and 
that they had failed to relieve the doctor and 
nurses of their duties in the hospital as re- 
quired by an order of the Local Government 
Department. By reason of the negligence, so 
alleged, plaintiff claimed that his pa a 
Carmel, did not receive efficient medical and 
nursing treatment and attendance, and that 
she was discharged from the hospital and per- 
‘mitted to return to his house whilst in an 
infectious condition, and that she was 
verminous. He also claimed that Carmel in- 
fected another child, who died. 

The defendants denied all the allegations 
made by the plaintiff, and now asked for 
further particulars of the alleged negigence. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C., and Mr. J. P. Murnane 
(instructed by Messrs; Gerald Byrne and 
Co.) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. R. Brereton Barry 
(instructed by Messrs. Crown and MeCann) 
for the Kildare Board of Health. 

Mr. Geoghegan said that the Board of 
Health had already asked the plaintiff for 
details of the alleged lack of skill and com- 
petency on the part of the hospital doctor 
and nurses, and, in reply, they had got a 
letter stating that the particulars were 
within their own knowledge, seeing that they 
had discussed them at their meetings before 
the action was brought. At the trial the 
burden would be on the plaintiff to prove 
negligence, and it woul! save a roving inquiry 
if the particulars asked were now given. One 
of the main defences, said counsel, would be 
that it would be scientifically impossible for 
Caroline to be infected by Carmel as too long 
a time had elapsed. 

Mr. Lupton, in reply, argued that the 
plaintiff had only to allege a duty and a 
breach of that duty. This was not an action 
against a doctor or nurses, and the plaintiff 
would only have to prove that the Kildare 
Board of Health, having a public duty to 
discharge in the efficient’ treatment and 
nursing of the child, Carmel, had failed in 
that duty. It would be for the Board to 
prove that they had discharged their public 
duty. It would be quite impossible for a 
patient to give particulars, say, of whether 
the wrong vaccine or antiseptic had been 
used. If the plaintiff proved that the child, 
Carmel was discharged in an infectious state, 
and that certain results followed, it would be 
for the defendants to prove that there had 
been no negligence. The onus was on the 
defendants to show that they had competent 

rsons in attendance on patients at the 
iospital. The Board of Health knew all the 
details: the whole countryside knew them, 
because they had been . published in the 
ress. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne held that the par- 
ticulars asked for were reasonably required. 
The object was to avoid a rambling inguiry, 
at the trial, which might cause considerable 
embarrassment to the defence. The defen- 
dants were entitled to know with reasonable 
particularity the case they had to meet, and 
the order they required would be Seine.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Friday. 
WO views on the future of Northern 
Ireland, diametrically opposed, have 
been propounded this week. Captain’ Denis 
Ireland, who contested one of the Belfast 
divisions for the British Parliament as a 
Liberal, put forward the view that the 
form of Home Rule which Northern 
Ireland has got must inevitably prove 
itself a trap; that the unemployment 
problem would become permanent, and 
taxation would continue to increase and 
income decrease. He prophesied that 
within ten years Northern Ireland would 
be well on the way to a united Ireland 
if for no other reason than that England 
must have it. The Northern Attorney- 
General (the Right Hon. A. B. Babington), 
on the other hand, has declared that the 
North’s attachment to Great Britain has 
proved a profitable bargain, and would 
prove to be so as long as they maintained 
it. He regarded the victory of 1920 which 
established the Northern Parhament a 
greater victory than the Battle of the 
Boyne. 

Between these two views the non- 
partisan, without fixed ideas, can pay his 
money and take his choice. The majority 
will agree probably with the statement of 
a correspondent in a Belfast paper, that 

‘conditions in Northern Ireland now 
compare very favourably with those im 
the Free State, which are not likely to 
improve owing to the extraordinary policy 
of the Free State Government towards 
Great Britain.” Members of the Northern 
Government are frequently repudiating 
any suggestion of the North returning to 
Westminster, and putting forward the 
claim that the only safeguard for the 
future is the continuance of the Northern 
Parliament. They make no secret of their 
mistrust of a Socialist majority at West- 
minster. 


Increasing Staffs 


Recently it was pointed out that the 
Parliament and administrative building at 
Stormont wads becoming too small to 
accommodate the growing official staffs 
and that the Civil Service had overflown 
into that part of the building reserved for 
the Parliament. This, it appears is only 
a temporary measure and has been caused 
chiefly by the provision of accommodation 
for the new Milk Marketing Board, until 
other offices are provided elsewhere. There 
has been a suggestion that a new adminis- 
trative building should be erected at the 
back of the Parliament House, but the 
expense would be prohibitive. A better 
suggestion would be to add another storey 
to the new Law Courts, which is already 
overshadowed in height by the new auto- 
matic telephone exchange. Already some 
of the Civil Service 1s accommodated in the 
upper floors of the Law Courts, and if a 
new floor were added a whole department, 
like the Ministry of Agriculture or 
Labour, could be transferred from Stor- 
mont and relieve the pressure there. The 
Belfast Corporation also is finding the 
City Hall growing too small for its staff 
ahd it cannot be extended without spoiling 
the appearance of the building. Not all 
the civic officials are housed in the City 
Hall; for the education department, with 
its medical service branch, is in the old 
Town Hall; the tramway department is at 
Sandy row, and the gas and electricity 
departments are in separate buildings. If 
the Corporation needs more room for 
officials 1 may have to get another build- 


ing near the City Hall. 
The 


The beneficial effect of the Ottawa agree- 
ment upon the Irish linen industry is now 
apparent. The linen exports to Canada, 
for instance, have increased by 22% per 
cent. during the first nine months of this 
year. The yardage shipped to Australia 
shows an increase of 33.3 per cent. over 
the corresponding period last year, and 
New Zealand imports of linen improved by 
57.5 per cent., while. South Africa’s ad- 
vanced during the nine months by 61.3 
per cent. India absorbed 16.4 per cent. 
more linen, and the group of other British 
“Seronteter “is including the West Indies, 

ritish Guiana, etc., have taken 46.7 per 
cent. more linen than for the 1933 nine 
months. This improvement in the linen 
exports to the Dominions is only a part 
of the general trade improvement directly 
attributable to the Ottawa agreement, 
which is fulfilling its object to create 
greater inter-Dominion trade. The ex- 
ports to the Dominions from Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland for the first nine 
months of last year amounted to 
£98,000,000, and to foreign countries 
£108,000,000. This year for the same 
period the Domimens took £112,500,000 
worth of goods, and foreign countries 
£110,000,000. For the first time in history 
the Dominions have taken more than 
foreign countries, and the demand is ex- 
panding. The United States was for- 
merly the premier customer for Irish 
linen. Last year it took 46.52 per cent. of 
all the linen goods exported, but in a re- 
cent month this dropped to 24.3 per cent. 
Linen, like other export trades, is finding 
its greatest scope in the growing 
Dominions. . 


Flax

Housing 


It is estimated that about five thousand 
houses are required in Belfast for the 
working class to replace unhealthy dwell- 
ings and to meet the existing shortage. 
These houses, if they are to meet the 
existing need, must be available at rents 
not exceeding 7s. per week. It has been 
declared by members of the Estates Com- 
mittee of the Corporation that these 
houses cannot be erected by private enter- 
prise and let at 7s. per week, and they 
recommend that the Corporation shouli 
undertake the building of five hundred 
immediately as a first step towards a 
comprehensive housing scheme and demoli- 
tion of unhealthy dwellings. The Cor- 
poration, however, has not been very 
fortunate in some of their former housing 
schemes, and are meeting an annual loss 
of £7,000 in connection with these. Mr. 
W. J. Stewart, M.P., head of a Belfast 
firm of contractors,, who has carried 
through a housing scheme at Ravenhill, 
is of the.opinién that, if money were 
made available on long-term loans at 
reasonable interest by the Government, :t 
would be possible to build a larger type 
of house at a cheaper rent than unde? 
present conditions. The Government, 
which has guaranteed about £15,000,00) 
under the. Loans Guarantee Act for ship- 
building, might with advantage provide 


cheap loans for houses under a similar. 


scheme without any greater risk. 


Work for Unemployed 


The Belfast Corporation has decided not 
to commence any further unemployed 
relief schemes when the schemes at pre- 
sent in operation terminate at the end of 
the year. The new Unemployment Act 
comes into operation early next year, when 
the able-bodied’ unemployed outside the 
unemployment insurance scheme and thosé 
who have exhausted their unemployment 
benefit will be assisted by the new Public 
Assistance Boards from funds provided 
jointly by the Government and the local 
authorities. This arrangement will follow 
exactly the scheme that will be brought 
into operation in Great Britain. There 
are a number of important schemes, how- 
ever, which should be undertaken in the 
near future that will provide work for the 

unemployed. The Belfast city boundary 
will be extended if new ‘legislation is 
passed next session, and this will involve 
a considerable amount’ of work in extend- 
ing water, gas, sewage and other services 
to the added areas, The construction of 
a by-pass road from Belfast to Holywood, 
in conjunc*ion with the large reclamation 
scheme, also is necessary and may be 
undertaken in the near future. It is sug- 
gested that a tunnel should be constructed 
under Belfast Harbour, connecting the 
County Antrim and County Down sides of 
the city, or, alternatively, a new Queen’s 
Bridge constructed. - Reclamation on the 
County Antrim side of the harbour and 
the provision of a large public park, with 
sea-water baths, sailing pools, etc., should 
also be undertaken in the” near “future, 
while developments at Belfast Castle 
estate should necessitate the employment 
of a number of men. 


Fatal Accidents 


The appalling number of road fatalities 
is causing serious concern to the Northern 
Minister of Home Affairs, as well as the 
Minister of Transport in Great Britain. 
Recently a new roads bill was introduced 
in the Northern Parliament to help to re- 
duce the number of accidents upon the 
road, and in previous legislation pro- 
visions were introduced, ak as the com- 
pulsory cutting of hedges at cross-roads, 
to secure the safety of the public. How 
serious the position is will be recognised 
from the fact that there are nearly 40,000 
mechanically-propelled vehicles on the 
roads of Northern Ireland, and the 
number is constantly growing. There is 
about one: for every thirty of the popula- 
tion. Last year there were 1.600 acci- 
dents in which vehicles were involved-— 
roughly, one for every twenty-four 
vehicles. Those 1,600 accidents resulted 
in one hundred and forty-one deaths. In 
nearly half the accidents the pedestrians, 
rather than the motorists, were at fault. 
Various suggestions have been made for 
curtailing the number of accidents, includ- 
ing the introduction of the American plan 
that all cars emerging from a side-road 
into a main road should stop, and the 
Leningrad system—the automatic suspen- 
sion for twelve months of the licence of 
those motorists involved in an accident, 
whether they are to blame or not. While 
the latter may have ensured the complete 
disappearance of road accidents in Lenin.

MATERNAL MORTALITY 
The maternal mortality rate for the year 
was 6.63 per 1,000 births, this being the 
highest figure recorded in the history of 
Northern Ireland. 
The report mentions that there has been 
an increase in the number of deaths in 
institutions since 1924, the perceritage of 
deaths. so occurring having risen from 17 
to 25 in that time. It is suggested that 
this increase reflects an increasing tendency 
on the part of the people to resort to 
institutions ip cases of serious illness. 
There has tem a material increase in the 
numbers of deaths from violence during 
1933, the deaths returned under this —— 
for the year numbering 581, compared wit 
514 and 533 in 1932 and 1931 respectively. 
Burns and scalds, particularly among children 
under five years of age, recorded a sharp 
rise in this group. 
There has been a decrease in deaths attri- 
buted to senility from 2,468 in 1924 to 1,699 
in 1933, probably in part due to more com- 
plete and better certification of causes of 
death.

“A Free Republic” 

Mr. Sean Kemass is a politician of un- 
usual resource. He would have made an 
admirable lawyer ; for there are few men 
in Ireland to-day who can make a better 
‘case from a bad brief than the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. He delivered 
a very good speech at the opening meeting 
of the University Philosophical Society in 
Trinity College on Thursday night, when 
he spoke to the President’s inaugural 
address on “ The Destiny of Ireland ” ; 
and, if we find ourselves in almost: com- 
plete disagreement with most of what he 
said, we recognise the ability of his special 
pleading. His theme was “a free 
Republic ' for Ireland. He more or less 
disarmed criticism by his somewhat naive 
statement that “in establishing a free 
Republic for Ireland, we shall be doing 
something which will be the best thing 
that has happened for Great Britain since 
the conclusion of the World War ”; but 
we hope that he will pardon us if we refuse 
to accept his statements au pied de la 
lettre. Mr. Lemass declares that the

| deep-rooted desire of the Irish people seeks 


to find expression in the form of “ an 
internationally recognised ‘independent 
State—free in form .and substance.” He 
may be 1ight, although we are inclined to 
think that the majority of the Irish people 
is utterly indifferent to such matters; but 
we would suggest, with all due respect, 
that Saorstdt Hireann, as at present con- 
Surely 
the Free State is “am internationally 
recognised independent State ’’—other- 
wise, what has President de Valera been 
doing at Geneva? If it is not free “in 


|form and substance,” then South Africa 


and Canada must be vassal States. Can 
Mr. Lemass point to one single respect in 
which the Free State is subordinate to 
Great Britain? Actually, it is far more 
independent of its neighbour than some of 
the ‘‘ free ‘Republics’’ of Europe are 
independent of France. 

The Minister, we presume, speaks of a 
‘ free Republic ’’ for the whole of Ireland. 
In that event he is on fairly safe ground ; 
for he knows, as well as we know, that he 
is talking of an impossibility.. It is easy 
to pay lip-service to the ideal of a thirty- 
two-county Republic ; but would it not be 
far better—and far more honest—to recog- 
nise the fact that, unless the people of 
the Free State are prepared to go to war 
against Great Britain—and defeat her— 
there can be no question of an Irish 
Republic which will include the six coun- 
ties of Northern Ireland? Mr. Lemass 
blames Great Britain. He seems to think 
that, but for British machinations, the 
people of the North would be willing, if 
not eager, to throw in their lot with the 
South. If he is sincere in this belief, he 
knows nothing of Northern Ireland. The 
Free State has been in existence now for 
more than twelve years. During that 
period the gap between North and South 
has widened; and the fault has been 
entirely on the side of the Free State. 
There was a time when there might have 
been sc~ » chance of a modus vivendi—if 
not of actual unity—between Dublin and 
Belfast. What chance is there to-day ? The 
Free State obtained a magnificent Consti- 
tution in 1922. That instrument has been 
destroyed with cynical deliberation by Mr. 
Lemass and his colleagues. No oppor- 
tunity has been lost to give practical effect 
to that deep-seated Anglophobia, which 
seems to inform all the Free State 
Government's policy ; and the result has 
been that the North's resolve to stand 
aloof from the Sacrstdt has been 
strengthened a hundredfold. Mr. Lemass 
may talk about a “ free Republic ”' until 
Tibbs Eve. He never will secure Irish 
unity on that basis. 

Is it not high time that there should be 
an end to all this pretence about a 
“ free Republic’’? Here, in the twenty- 
six counties of the Free State, we have a 
splendid little country, in which, if it 
should be administered properly, we all 
could live together in peace and quietness. 
As matters stand, nobody is satisfied. 
Mr. Lemass and his friends continue to 
dangle the republican carrot before the 
noses of the thoughtless, and to.keep alive 
all the old bitternesses and hatreds of a 


| time when ‘Ireland really had a grievance. 


Was there ever a period in Ireland's 
history—even during the  Farnellite 
“split’’—when political differences were 
more acute or embittered than they are 
to-day?

Britain’s Warning 

Omens lurk in the result of the English 
and Welsh municipal elections. The 
returns received at the time when we go 
to press—which, though not yet complete, 
cannot be reversed by any new figures— 
reveal that Labour has won’ a sweeping 
victory. In roughly one hundred im- 


Labour Party has gained 661 seats at a 
loss of nine; the Conservatives have lost 
503 seats in exchange for a gain of 15; the 
Liberals have lost.34 and have gained four, 


of whom inclined to the Conservative 
rather than the Labour policies, 80 have 
lost their seats, against a gain of five. It 
will be small consolation to the National 
Government that the 45 Communist 
candidates have been defeated ; for the fact 
abides that the people of Great Britain 
have manifested their discontent with the 
National Government in no uncertain 
manner. These results will afford a salutary 
lesson to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and his 
colleagues. If they do nothing else than 
teach the National Government that a 
policy of compromise is not a paying 
policy, they will have done a real service to 
England. Since it came into office that 
Government has been “ neither fish, flesh 
nor fowl."’ It neither has adopted the 
insular—or, as some may prefer to call it, 
the imperialistic—programme of a Con- 
servative Government, nor the vaguely 
“ international ' policy which is the hall- 
mark of Labour throughout the whole 
world. It has rendered great services, 
indeed, to Britain, but those services have 
not been sufficient to justify the un- 
bounded confidence which the British 
public reposed in Mr..Macdonald and his 
followers when it voted them into office 
with a gigantic majority. The trouble, as 
we have pointed out time and again, is 
that Mr. Macdonald’s Cabinet possesses 
no will of its own. In order to maintain 
the fiction of a ‘‘ National ’’ Government, 
it must choose a little from the Conserva- 
tive programme, a little from the Liberal 
programme, another fraction from the pro- 
posals of Labour. If its Conservative lean- 
ings prompt it to increase the power of 
the Navy or the Air Force, the Labour 
element urges stronger participation in the 
Disarmament Conference an@ a reduction 
in the fighting services. Liberal desires 
for a continuance of free trade are 
countered by a Conservative hankering 
after tariffs. The Conservative inclination | 
to govern India with a firm hand finds a 
foe in Labour's policy of Dominion status 
for India. Tt is a wonder that, where such 
differences exist, the National Cabinet has 
been able to exist at all; and the lesson of 
the municipal elections is that, unless it 
exhibits a more positive policy in one 
direction or the other, it will not exist 
very much longer, 


The Giant Liner 


In the current issue of The Motor Ship 
the suggestion is made that the building 
of mammoth liners is economically un- 
sound. The paper claims that neither the 
Queen Mary nor the Normandie will be 
able to pay their way when they are put 
into regular service, and that to add yet 
a third ship to the group would be to ruin 
whatever chances of success the two exist- 
ing vessels may have. Figures have been 
published in France which show how 
enormous is the expenditure involved in 
the building of these liners. The Normandie 
will cost in all 750,000,000 francs, which 
means that she will be faced with a 
primary deficit of 42,000,000 francs 
every year. Last year 18,477  pas- 
sengers were carried by the French 
Line, and this number, as it stands, is 
quite inadequate to make the running of 
the liner pay. The Cunard-White Star 
Lines’ passenger total is much larger than 
that of the French service, but, large as 
it is, it, too, scarcely could compensate the 
shipping companies for their original 
outlay. In conclusion, Zhe Motor Ship 
stresses the advantages of using smaller 
vessels, two or three of which could be 
built for the same cost as the Queen Mary. 
The rights and wrongs of the position are 
highly complex. There is no doubt that 
the decision to build the Queen Mary re- 
stored the failing fortunes of the Clyde- 
side dockyards. For many years their 
slipways had remained forlornly idle, and 
the possibility of a resumption of work 
became more and more remote every 
month. In these circumstances definite 
action of any kind is of inestimable benefit. 
If, however, one or two smaller ships 
should be built, there would be no general 
return to employment, and pessimism stil] 
would be rife. The building of the great 
liner has had one good result, inasmuch 
as it gave work to thousands of men who 
had been without jobs for many months. 
Might it not be better to see if she can pay 
her way before condemning this courageous

The Chancellor of the Exchequer is to be 
asked to receive a deputation in favour of 
a restoration of the reduction in the pay 
of civil servants, which was made in 1931.

When restoring half the 
cut Mr. Chamberlain intimated that when 
circumstances permitted the other half 
would be paid. It is maintained that the 
time has arrived when consideration should 
be given to the payment of the whole of 
the reduction ; but witether the Chancellor 
will be able to accede to the request is 
another matter. The Civil Service cut 
does not stand alone, and any restoration 
will be followed by a movement in favour 
of increased unemployment payments.

PARIS, Friday. 

A report from Berlin that Herr: von 
Buelow, Under-Secretary of State, has 
called on the French Ambassador in 
Berlin to protest against the French 
Government's proposal to send troops into 
the Saar if Mr. Knox, the President of 
the Saar Governing Commission, should 
ask for them. is officially denied at the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The matter will be discussed at the 
League Council meeting called for Novem- 
ber 21st, when, it is believed, France will 
reaffirm her intention of sending troops 
into the Saar if Mr. Knox, fearing dis- 
orders, asks for them to reinforce the 
local gendarmerie.

THE CATTLE TRADE 


ADVICE TO PRODUCERS 
sa & —— ; 


The following statement was issued yes- 
terday by the Government Bureau of 
Information :— | 

“ A ‘statement recently issued by the 
Department of Agriculture indicated that 
it had come to the notice of the Minister 
that advance purchases of fat stock had 
been made by victuallers and shippers so 
as to forestall the effects of the regula- 
tions under the Slaughter of Cattle and 
Sheep Act, 1934, which came into opera- 
tion on the Ist instant. The statement 
pointed. out that such forestalling might 
adversely affect market demand during the 
few weeks following the coming iato 
operation of the regulations, and advised 
producers of fat cattle to refrasn trom 
sending large lots of cattle to fairs and 
markets early in November. 

‘* It now transpires that forestalling 
occurred on a large scale, and that, so 
far as purchase for home.consumption is 
concerned, many victuallers have on hands 
sufficient beef to meet their normal re- 
quirements for at least a week or two. 

“Although the regulations _ prescribed 


the payment of a minimum price for 
bullocks and heifers purcha on and 
after the Ist instant, the, forestalling 
already mentioned affec demand. at 


some centres to such an extent that ' any 
of the cattle offered for sale were not 
absorbed. 

“It is probable that similar conditions 
will obtain during the next week or two 
until normal purchases are again being 
made by the victuallers and shippers and, 
accordingly, the Minister for Agriculture 
again strongly advises producers of fat 
cattle to refrain from marketing them in 
large lots for at least a week or two. 


Although it is anticipated that more 
normal conditions will then obtain, pro- 
ducers should, if possible, hold their 


cattle even to a later date.”

The Times to-day, commenting edl- 
torially on the result of the British muni- 
cipal elections, says: The truth is that 
Mr. Herbert Morrison was fairly safe in 
decrying the importance of low rates. How 
many electors, other than owner-occupiers, 
realise what proportion of the charges laid 
upon them is made up of rates? It must 
be feared that most of them do not, and 
will not, know until a considerable rise 
in the rates puts up what they are accus- 
tomed to consider their rents. This in- 
sensibility to rates probably also explains 
the curious paradox that the development 
of new housing estates—for which the 
Labour Party cannot claim the credit— 
seems to increase the voting strength of 
the Labour Party ; and it is even probable 
that, as the process spreads further, the 
opponents of Socialism will still further 
have to revise their ideas about what. are 
safe seats. 

The smallness of the poll shows how 
difficult it is to work satisfactorily a de- 
mocratic system in local government in 
districts where local government has not 
yet given the electors any severe shocks. 


The shocks will come, and will, 
it may be hoped, bear fruit; but, 
meanwhile, it is rather unfair to 


blame the small band of public-spirited 
people who have done their best to point 
out the’ inevitability of shocks under a 
Socialist Administration. Much has been 
said about the necessity for overhauling 
the organisation of their forces in London 
and elsewhere, for seeing that work is 
continuous instead of fitful and sporadic, 
and for giving the opponents of Socialism 
a common and recognisable name, —Re- 
organisation may well be necessary, but 
co-operation most certainiy is necessary, 
and the Labour Party will be rivalled 
when their opponents can rival the 
number, skill, and enthusiasm of their 
voluntary workers. 

Organisations’ can take the electorate to 
the well of truth, but they cannot make 
them drink, and it is no use excusing 
results which the electors have brought 
upon themselves through ignorance an.l 
indifference. They have obtained the local 
governments which they deserved, and it 
is safe to say that many of those who 
voted for the Labour Varty, and of those 
who did not vote at all, will live to 
regret it.

Dr. J. E. Conway, barrister-at-law, 
presided, 
As General O'Duffy and the other 


leaders, who wore blue shirts, appeared 
on the platform they were received with 
the salute of raised hands and hearty 
applause. 

The Chairman said that. the meeting 
would hear for the first time the reasons 
for General QO’ Duffy’s resignation from 
the United Ireland Party. They would 
also hear from Mr. Patrick. Belton his 
attitude at the time of General O’Duffy’s 
resignation and his attitude since. 
General O’ Duffy outlined the objects of 
the A.C.A. and its merger with the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party. 
Continuing, he said that the Blue Shirt 


organisation in the space of one year had 


put a stop to terrorism and intimidation. 
They established the right of free speech 
and public assembly. 

In national policy, he said, he stood for 
an independent and undivided Ireland, 
but he attached more importance to tlie 
reality of that independence than Le did 
to the form of government. If the people, — 
after a free election, decided for -a re- 
public for the 26 countics, he - -would 
lovalty accept their verdict, and he would 
advise his supporters to accept, without 
question, the free decision of the majority 
of tie people. 


GOOD-WILL TOWARDS 
NORTH 


His policy to-day was the same as when 
he first joined the Irish-Ireland. move- 


ment. He felt that the people here, the 
people in the North, and the English 


people, should realise that there could 
never be a lasting peace in Ireland while 
the boundary remained. They should try 
to foster inside and outside of Ireland 
good-will between North and South, and 
a public opinion favourable to unity. 
He wanted no foolish spectacular 
gestures towards the North, but he wanted , 
the Blue Shirts to keep the thought of the 
North warm in their h-rts, and he 
believed that the hearts of the North 
would be warm to them. (Applause.) 
General O'Duffy said that one of the 
bones of contention between the U.I.P.

Peadar O’Donnell and a number of his 
followers had just then arrived. At the 
request of Inspector Maher the car was 
turned back and driven to St. Stephen’s 
Green. Here placards were produced bear- 
ing such inscriptions as ‘‘ We want no 
Fascism ” and “ On to the Republic.”’ 

A crowd of about a hundred young men 
and girls were addressed by Mr. Frank 
Ryan, who said that they had gathered to 
protest against Fascism. ‘‘ We want no 
Jitlers of the O’Duffy type or the Cronin 
type,’ he said, adding that “ the greatest 
crime of the Fianna Fail Party was to 
tolerate treason in this country.’’ 

Mr. Peadar O'Donnell said they pro- 
posed to start a procession from that place 
and march through the streets, rallying the 
workers of Dublin in an overwhelming 
demonstration against the Fascists. 

The procession then moved off, and pro- 
ceeded through Grafton street and College 
Green. Later it returned past the end of 
Dawson street, and dispersed at College 
Green.

A resolution denouncing Lloyd George’s 
attack on Karl Faig was passed in silence 
by members of the Derry Branch of the 
British Legion to-night. 

The Rev. J. G, MacManaway, M.A., Chair- 
man of the branch, who served in the Royal 
Air. Force, said: ' Most of you gentlemen 
have seen in the Press during last week that 
a certain politician has made a scandalous 
and slanderous attack upon the memory of 
the founder of the British Legion. I refer, 
of course, to the late Field-Marshal Ear! 
Haig. This politician has actually accused 
him of deliberately sending four hundred 
thousand men to their death to satisfy his 
own personal vanity. A man who could make 
that personal charge against a dead man is 
a cad and a coward. It is not politicians why 
will decide whether any military tactics were 
in fact wise, or unwise. It is also outside 
my province, but I say that— whether the late 
Field-Marshal Earl Haig was right or wrong 
in tactics is one thing, but it is another 


thing to accuse him of. persisting in it by

vanity. 

“I am going to speak perfectly plainly, 
and I hope that ladies present will excuse my 
language—that was damnable slander, and 
the only man who would be capable of 
slandering the dead is a man who would be 
capable of doing that sort of thing himself.”’ 

He proposed the following resolution: 
“That this annual meeting of the London- 
derry branch of the British Legion con- 
demns unequivocally the attack made re- 
cently on the memory of the late Field- 
Marshal Earl Haig, and desires to place on 
record its profound esteem for his memory, 
both as a Commander-in-Chief of the British 
Army, and as a very gallant British gentle- 
man, 

He also moved that the resolution be sent 
to Lady Haig. 

Mr. W. P. Algeo, D.C.M., general secre- 
tary of the branch, seconding the resolution, 
said :—*‘ It gives me great pleasure, indeed, 
to second the resolution, so ably moved by 
the Chairman. We all feel that the late 
Field-Marshal has been slanderously attacked 
by a man who was not fit to black his boots 
in the Great War. Everyone who served 
under him appreciate’ the soldierly quali- 
ties displaved by him. in trying circum- 
stances. When he assumed the chief com- 
mand in 1915 he took over onerous duties. 
He had a personal love for the private sol- 
cier. To him the private soldier was always 
a sacred individual. Through his inter- 
vention many men escaped severe and drastic 
punishment, which shows he was not the 
tyrant Mr, Lloyd George makes him out to 
be. I hope this resolution will be passed 
unanimously,; and go to the Press, and let 
the world see that we ex-Service men are 
not unmindful of the creat military qualities 
displayed by Field-Marshal Haig in the 
greatest war in history.” 

The meeting was the largest on record, and 
the resolution was passed unanimously.

T HE Ulster movement during the Home 


Kule controversy was much in evidence 
during this afternoon’s debate on the 
third reading of the incitement to Disaffection 
Bill. lt was Mr. George Lansbury (Leader 
of the Labour Opposition) who started this 
topic by suggesting that Socialists and Com- 
munists were subjected to treatment far 
different to that which was meted out to 
Lord Carson and hjs friends in their struggle 
against the inefuathn of Ulster in an Irish 
bree State. 

The third reading of the bill was moved 
by the Attorney-General (Sir Thomas Inskip), 
who drew a Sharp distinction between the 
expression of political opinion to influence the 
electors and the incitement to soldiers ee 
sailors to disobey orders legally given unger 
the existing law. The Society of s‘riends, he 
said, held that war was wr im any circum- 
stances, and that no one, either in peace or 
war, should become a member of the armed 
Forces of the Crown; yet no one suggested 
that they intended to incite the troops to 
disobey lawful orders. The Liberalshad strong 
views on Free Trade, but no one could from that 
draw the inference that they were proposing 
to incite Customs officials not to collect pro- 
tective duties; neither could people opposed 
to the “ D.0.R.A.” regulations be accused of 
inciting the police rot to carry outethe exist 
ing restrictions, and no one objected to Com- 
munists holding the theory “that the re- 
organisation of society was desirable. It was 
when Communists adop ns one of their 
objects the undermining of the loyalty’ of 
the troops as a. prélade to “revolution that 
they came ‘within the scope of this bill. He 
stressed the.fact that.the onus of proving 
intent to commit the crime of incitement was 
upon theprosecation, and the mere possession — 
of documents was an insufficient test. 


REJECTION MOVED —. 

Mr. George Lansbury moved the rejection 
of the bill. He said that it was, in his 
opinion, wholly unnecessdry. He saw no 
signs even of iricipient disaffection among the 
soldiers and sailors. The soldier to-day, had 
as much right to express. political opinions 
as anyone in that Housev, Of course, there 
were people who considered that the preach- 
ing of Socialism was subversive. He and his 
friends had been described as enemies of the 
country, but what about the people who 
organised the Curragh mutiny, raised 100,000 
volunteers in Northern Ireland, and carried 
on a campaign against law and order in that 
country’? One measure was meted out to 
him and his friends in the Socialist move- 
ment and quite another to the Carsonites and 
those who helped them to raise the Ulster 
Army.. He did not accept at their face 
value the statements made about the equality 
of citizens before the law in relation to poll- 
tical action. Lf it was right: for Lord 
Carson, Lord Londonderry and Mr. Bonar 
Law and the whole troop of the Tory Party 
to organise the Ulster movement, was it 
right to prosecute others who did nothing 
comparable to what was done in Northern 
Ireland? The historian would record the 
fact that Lord Carson and his 
struck one of the worst blows against con- 
stitutionalism in th:s country that had ever 
been struck.

Cosgrave and Mr. J, M. .Dillon,, proposes to 
delete Section 28 of last year’s Act, which 
contains provisions as to the levy of land 
annuities by County Registrafs on warrants ol 
the Land Commission. 

The bill will be on the Order Paper for the 
opening day of the Dail, Nevember 14th, but 
m view cf its being a private members’ bill 
it will have to take its place among business 
to be taken in private members’ time. It will 
however, it is understeod, take precedence 
of other private members’ motions already on 
the paper. 

The section in the Land Act of last year, 
which the bill proposes to delete, is that 
which enables the Land Commission to issue 
warrants direct to the County Registrar or 
the Under-Sheriff for the collection of arrears 
of land annuities, without having to resort 
te any Court of Justice. 

This section was the subject of much con- 
troversy and debate when last year’s Act was 
going through the Oireachtas, and amend- 
ments designed to remove it were proposed 
and rejected. 

The Government s attitude on the matter 
be indjcated when the bill is 
duced.s, If the bill is opposed 
ng tunity will be given, 

t i the House, for the mover

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METAPHYSICS. AND 
THEISM 


MR. H. H. PRICE'S THEORY 


That the theory of God can be justified 
metaphysically, was the opmion advanced 
yesterday by Me. H. H. Price, M.A... BSc. 
(Fellow and Lecturer in Philosophy, Trinity 
College, Oxford), when’ be addressed) the 
opening meeting of the Dublin University 
Metaphysical Society’s sixth session. The 
meeting, held in Trinity College, Dublin, 
was attended the Provost and the .Pro- 
fessor of English Idterature (Dr. W: F. 
Trench). Mr. ‘Price, th the cdursé bf his 
paper, gave an analysis of the problems of 
sense-perception, and propounded a theory 
to reconcile selectivism. and .generationalisn. 
He considered the questions of abuormal and 
normal. sensations, and of hallucinations, and 
suggested that sense-ata and sensibtla may 
be regarded as a confinuwm. 

Mr. F. La T. Godfrey, M.A., F.,T.C.D., 
pro a vote of thanks to Mr. Price. He 
said that: they were bound to distinguish 
the sense-datum. from the physical object, 
though Mr. Price had suggested that they 
were literally identical in part; that the 
datum belonged to the object. He was, per- 
haps, old tashioned, but he considered that 
each individual's sense-daftum was personal 
and distinct. Mr. Price’s theory put the 
sensitive mind into the position of a photo- 
graphic, plate, unintelligibly receptive of 
Ln pressions. 

he President of the Society (the Rév. 
A. A Lace, D.D., F.,T.C.D., Professor of 
Moral Philosophy) said that Mr. Price had 
discussed, with the broad outlook of the 
philosopher and the sound outlook of the 
scientist, the very mature of the external 
world. As sense-data and physical objects 
were not, according ie. Mr. Price,.. distinct 
entities, the questions arose :—Ís the physical 
object really needed? How does his system 
square with Theism? . | 

“I think it is quite compatible with 
Theism,’’ said Mr. Price, replying. '' Every- 
thing that ts done, with all the many distinct 
independent complications, could done 
by one ego-centre. [ am not at all sure that 
physical objects are wanted. | There are 
true statements we cam make, which refer to 
physical objects, such as electrons, light 
rays, vitamins, et cetexa, but I think these 
could be analysed away into either sense- 
data or sensibila.”’
